automatic disconnection after calls 
are completed, an audible ringing 
tone heard by the calling subscrib- | 
er indicating the rings for the call- | 
ed party, uniform distinct ringing | 
on suburban lines, fast accurate 
calling by means of dials, speed- 
ing up connections with long dis- ; 
tance and a maximum of equip- | 
ment always available day or night 
for fluctuating demands on the 
service. 

“You may rest assured that | 
nothing is being left undone to 
complete the conversion from 
manual to automatic within the 
shortest time possible.”

this job to the safe cracking at 
the Upland junior high school two 
weeks ago, local officers are in- 
clined to believe the same party or 
parties were involved in the two 
robberies. 

About $50 were taken from the 
water company office. To get to 
the money the intruder entered the 


office through a window on the! 


north side of the building, knocked 
off the safe combination and broke 
the lock. The safe was badly bat- 


tered, a chisel and hammer being | 


used, Upland police deducted. 

No finger prints were obtain- 
able.

SYSTEM ENDORSED 


Movement Gains Wide Support

This city is today prepared to 


identify all of its citizens 
through issuance of personal 
identification cards. 

Plan of issuing identification 


cards was started in a small way 


here several months ago, it be-| 


ing at that time more or less of 
an experiment. 

Since then some changes have 
been made in the local systemi. 
Also since then many cities have 


united in the movement. Edgar 
Hoover, director of the federal | 
bureau of investigation, Wash- 


ington, D. C., has cooperated in 
furthering the movement here 
and in general has strongly en- 
dorsed the plan of all citizens 
obtaining the cards. 

And so today the city’s bureau 
of identification is ready to op- 
erate on a permanent basis, 
with D. J. Burlingame in charge. 
Any person may obtain one of 
the identification cards from 
Mr. Burlingame, 
in the Upland police station. 


Each card issued will bear the | 


person’s signature, address, fin- 
ger prints and description and 
the signature of Mr. Burlingame 
as head of the local bureau. In- 
scription on the cards includes 
the following: “This is

One-way traffic on Euclid ave-

No profession should be held in higher esteem or hold high- 
er levels of honor, integrity and plain honesty than should the 
law. The right to practice in the courts of justice carries with 
it a vast and inescapable obligation to the public. Most law- 
yers live up to the essential standards of their profession—a 
few do not. And these few, as Courtney Riley Cooper points 
out in an interview with Attorney General Cummings which 
appeared in a recent issue of the Saturday Evening Post, are 
as much the enemies of the public as the gangsters they defend. 

Mr. Cooper cites increditable instances of lawyars who are 
retained by known criminals and are given large sums of money} 
to use in any way they like—so long as acquittal is secured 
for their underworld client. Such lawyers as these apparently 
are without conscience and worry little or none about evidence 
or justice—they know that bribery is a more effective weapon. 
They train their clients like actors are trained for the stage—- 
so that when they appear on the witness stand they can make 
‘‘staeed’’ answers to any question put to them. They obtain 
perjured alibis—and buy off prosecution witnesses in some 
cases. And in Mr. Cooper’s words, ‘‘It is all fakery, crook- 
edness, chicancery,”’ 

Bar officials, the judiciary and honest individuals are work- 
ing tirelessly to rid the country of this gangster type of lawyer.
